Adults 18 to 59 in good health wiil 
receive Monovalent Vaccine (Type A-New 
Jersey) normally by the fast, virtually 
painless, “gun" tnjection method at the 
Clinics. 

Adults 60 and over, in good health, free 
of chronic lung, heart, kidney or diabetic 
disease, will be ciassified as “Group A” 
and will receive Bivalent Vaccine by 
syringe injection at the clinics. 


Adults 60 and over, not in good heaith, 
and individuals regardless of age. suffer- 
ing from chronic lung. heart. kidney or 
diabetic disease will be classified as 
“Group B", and should see their Dociors 
for immunization with Bivalent Vaccine 
provided he approves. 

The vaccines will be furnished free to 
Physicians for their patients, but, it is up 
to the Doctor to decide whether there will 
be a charge for the injection procedure. 


An individual is not eligible for immuni- 
zation if he is allergic to eggs, has a fever, 
or is taking an antibiotic, and should see 
his or her Doctor about possible future 
action. 

Parents of children from 3 to 18 who are 
suffering from a chronic illness which 
would classify the child as a high risk 
individual should see their Physicians for

Who won the first of the great 
debates?

The campaign is an 
interesting one — case your, halo, 
promise a high-sounding intangible, 
and hope you can deliver. 

The Ford camp apparently is catching 
on, and is adapting the Carter promise 
technique to its own purposes. 

For example, Mr. Ford was on the 
semi-carpet the other day about his 


choice of golfing partners. The media ' 


reported that lobbyists for United Siaies 
Steel Corp., and Ford Motor Co., were 
among Mr. Ford’s regular golfing 
buddies, and paid for some outings 
while Mr. Ford was a Congressman. 
They even continue io iaik business 
while playing golf now that Mr. Ford is 
President.

of the Battlefields” for her unceasing work of bringing bandages, 
medicine ana other succo, in her horse drawn wagons to the 
wounded right cn the battlefields. 

In 1869 Clara Barton was in Europe finding out about Henri 
Dunant and his Red Cross societies. Upon her return she spent the 
yoars bedeviting Presidents, Senators and Congress- 
men to get the United States to join the International Red Cross. 

.She finally achieved her qnall In 1882 the US. ratified the 
Geneva Red Cross Treaty and the American Red Cross came into 
existence. lt was not until 1900, however, that Congress granted 
American National Red Cross its first cierler, and not until 1905 
that the Congress established American National Red Cross as 2 
semi Government Organization, mandating Red Crass ta: 

1, Furnish voluntary aid to the sick and wounded of our Armed 
Forces in time of War. 

2. Provide assistance in time of need to all Service People and 
their Families: and, in concord with Military Authorities. provice 2 
medium of communication between members of the Armed Forces, 
both overseas and in domestic installations: and their celatives in 
the U.S. 

3. Carry on a system of national and international relief to 
mitigate the sufferings of people caused by pestilence. famine, 
fire, floods, earthquakes, hursicanes and other national! caiamities, 
and, to set up and carry out measures to prevent such 
catastrophes. 

From that day on this untque humanitarian organization, the 
American Red Cross, has accepted and fulfilled these 
Tesponsibilities to the American peopte!

Two girls, 
about 13 or 14 years old. broke 
away from the column and ran 
to the two men for protection. 

“With much trouble and some 
canger, and after knocking 
down two of the Indians.” May 
related, “we succeeded in res- 
cuing the girls and fled with 
them to the Council House.

Here they were safe. because 
this was the goal where the 
right of the indians to beat them 
ceased.” 

Their kindness resulted in the 
two men being summoned on 
the next day to appear before 
Col. Arent dePeyster. comman- 
der ai Detroit. for a reprimand. 
May was told thai if he ever 
“took such liberty again” he 
would be sent to Montreal or 


Quebec. His friend. a naval 
atticer, was threatened with 
having his uniform stripped 


from his back and being dis- 
charged from service. 

The little Kentucky settle- 
ments had not been the original 
destination of the British-Indian 
assault force that moved out of 
Detroit under the leadership of 
Captain Henry Bird earlier that 
suminer. The initial target was 
George Rogers Clark's fort at 
the falls of the Ohio River (now 
Louisville, Ky.). But when the 
expedition had traversed a 
network of rivers in what is now, 
the state of Ohio and reached 


to attack the Kentucky settlers. 


Without the support of the 
Indians, Bird could hepe to 
acconiplish little. He had only 
150 white soldiers. The number 
of Indians, on the other hand, 
grew steadily as the army 
moved through Ohio and even- 
tually the force totaled 1,200. 
So Bird yielded to the demand 
of the red men that the settle- 


ments on the Licking, which 
were not as well defended and 
were likely to provide more 


ooty, be attacked first. 

The Kentuckians at Ruddle's 
Station were able to hald out for 
a time against the Indians, who 
had orassad on ahead of the 
British to begin the attack. But 
when the redcoats brought up 
their cannon, it took oniy a few 
shots to bring about the subjec- 
tion of the stockade. Captain 
'saac Ruddie surrendered to 
Bird with the assurance that the 
trontiersmen and their families 
would be protected from abuse 
by the Indians. But Bird was to 
tind himself helpless to stop the 
plundering and molesting of the 
captives. The jubilant Indians 
senselessly slaughtered all the 
livestock at Ruddle’s Station 
before moving on to nearby 
Martin's Statian which also was 
speedily conquered. 

Had the Indians not killed all 
the stock at Ruddle’s Station, 
Bird probably could have pro- 
ceeded to Clark's fort at the falls 


e his original purpose. 
But without this source of food 
for his army and its captives, he 
found it necessary to cut short 
the expedition and start back to 
Detroit.

hundreds of miles beyond De- 
troit to Michilimackinac and to 
Montreal. Captain Ruddle him- 
self remained at Detroit where, 
on Bird's recommendation. he 
was permitted to tarm on Hog 
Island (now Belle Isle). In 1782 
ho tan altemiad ta aorta Ohana 
to seek his release in a prisoner 
exchange 

Tynical of the prisoners herd- 
ed to Detroit by the Indians were 
Leonard anc Mary Kratz, who 
tell in love and were married on 
the way to Ruddle’s Station 
from Virginia. Kratz had come 
to America with a Hessian 
regiment to fight alongside the 
British and was captured by the 
rebeis at Saratoga. After betng 
released. he decided to stay In 
America, When the Indians 
streamed into the stockade at 
Ruddle’s Station. Kratz was 
taken by one party while his 
wite and their baby was seized 
by another group. 

Eventually, they were reunit- 
ed at Detroit. However, the 
infant had been killed when 
Mary Kratz stumbled and fell 
during the long journey. She 
was so worn from the strains of 
the ordeal that when she did 
reach Detroit her husband didn't 
recognize her. He himself bore 
scars of the tortuous march — 
from a large copper kettle he 
was forced to carry—for the rest 
of his life. He died in 1829 at 
Amherstberg on the Canadian
